HIS WEALTH to science. 


A Lons Island Fresh Air Crank's Pereen- 

$ al History, 

t The late Thomas O. Hodgkins was om of 
the most peculiar, aa well as one of the moat 
generous men on Ujw Island. About a 
year ago he disposed of a portion of his 
property, giving large amounts to many in¬ 
stitutions and individuals. Among other 

« tbU gifts was one of $200,000 to the 
thsonian Institution. Half of this sum 
waa given unconditionally, the other half 
being given "for the inorease and diffusion 
of knowledge” in regard to the properties 
of atmospheric air and its relation to the 

f physical and intellectual welfare on man- 
kl*d. This knowledge was to be attained 
ring premiums for discoveries and 
for Which competition was to be 
> the world. 

Hodgkins also gave $100,000 to the 
Boyal Institute of Great Britain to be ap¬ 
plied to investigations in the field of 
science. He also presented to the citizens 
of Setauket a public library as a memorial 
to Emma S. Clark, his favorite niece, who 
died several years ago. He himself select¬ 
ed the books for the library, many of them 
being very valuable. 

Mr. Hodgkins was about 90 years old at 
his death. He Was born in England. He 
married early in life and came to this coun¬ 
try at the age of 20 with his wife. He be- 
gen by manufacturing candy in a modest 
way in this city, and soon became wealthy. 

the time of the breaking out of the 
aril war he sold his large candy factory on 
Greenwich street and went to Setauket to 
live. 

He oared nothing for luxury. He pur¬ 
chased an old one. story and a half farm 
house, which had been built early in the 
preceding century and patched it up to ac¬ 
commodate his needs. When it was com¬ 
pleted it was a most incongruous and gro¬ 
tesque specimen of architecture, a glimpse 
of which would give a competent architect 
a fit of the blues. It suited him, however, 
and here he lived for more than thirty 
years. 

With tho old frame farm house he pur¬ 
chased a fine farm of 120 acres. The house 
was situated in a beautiful locality, where 
the view of the sound was superb. It is at 
tho end of a lane of fine locust trees, and is 
half kiddcn by trees and shrubbery. Liv- 
ing with Hodgkins was a practical English 
farmer, who, with his wife, where the only 
persons, outside of the immediate family, 
tolerated on the premises. 

The family at first consisted solely of the 
merchant and his wife. Mrs. Hodgkins 
died soon after the farm was purchased and 
ho adopted his two little nieces. He gave 
them a good education, but when it was 
finished he took them home again, and they 
were obliged to live in the same hermit like 
solitude that he chose for himseif. One of 
the nieces married and went to live at Port 
Jefferson, but the other, Emma, lived with 
him until her death three years ago. She 
left 970,000 to be divided between her sis¬ 
ter and the latter’s daughter. 

HIS FRESH AIR HOBBY. 

The "hermit” was generally inaccessible, 
even to his nearest neighbors, and he insist¬ 
ed on secluding his family also. He was a 
man of few words, of strong likes and dis¬ 
likes and of many peculiarities. He waa 
fond of scientific books and spent most of 
his tjme during the last thirty years of his 
life in studying them. Another life¬ 
long hobby of his was "atmospheric 
air.” Ho insisted on having a plenti¬ 
ful supply of it always, and whenever he 
travelled, notwithstanding how cold tho 
whether might bo, he carried with him. a 
rubber tube, one end of which he held in his 
mouth while the other end hung out of the 
window which was opened just enough to 
allow it to pass through, so that he would 
breathe nothing but the pure outside air. 

Notwithstanding his many eccentricities 
and his gruff ways, he was a most kind 
hearted man, and could not bear to have 
the slightest suffering inflicted, nor would 
he tolerate any cruelty to his live stock 
with which the farm was abuudautlv stock 
•d. Tl, the messenger boys who brought 
messages or letters to the hoj^e he would 
give $5 or $10. He never sold any

The gentlemen who 
constitute this brainless council each 
charge us a good sum for attending 
their sessions, and draw their pay 
whether they possess great abilities or 
a railway pass or not, they dip down 
into our pockets and pay themsolves a 
comfortable mileage.

How Habitual Criminal* are Made, 
"Number 15,481” tells a pitiable storv-in 
the London Daily News to day of his diffi¬ 
culties in attempting to obtain a living hon¬ 
estly after undergoing a term of imprison¬ 
ment. He was sentenced three and a half 
years ago to two years' imprisonment for 
forgery. Previously he had been possessed 
of considerable means ; had been brought 
op in luxury ; but exhausting his fortune, 
had committed forgery to obtain more 
money. During his imprisonment he came 
into contact with many young fellows who 
had committed similar crimes, and who had 
not the slightest idea as to host they w ere 
to gain a living when they got out. When 
he was released ho had a few pounds, 
and when this was gone he applied to the 
Discharged Prisoners's Aid Society. Ho 
says : "I was told I could come into the 
house (and so mix with some of the greatest 
of criminals), for which 1 should nave to 
chop wood or do tailoring, etc., but this I 
objected to do, so was given a note to take 
to a tradesman in a certain district of Lon¬ 
don, who offered mu a situation as traveller 
on commission (only) for the sale of cart 
grouse, which I politely declined. It mat¬ 
ters not what position a man held in life 
previous to his getting into trouble, on 
release this society offers the same means 
of obtaining an honest livelihood to every¬ 
one, that is, chopping and making 
# bundles of firewood, working in 
the tailors' shop, taking on a milk round 
with a hand truck, travelling on commis¬ 
sion for some article which the public in 90 
cases out of 100 refuse to look at. much less 
to purchase. It is now nearly 18 months 
since I was released, during which time I 
have been living out a wretched existence, 
sometimes going da.fa without food, and 
walking the streets at night, and sometimes 
I am ablo to earn a few shillings by ad¬ 
dressing postal wrappers. I can ussuro 
yefu, sir, tnat if the authorities would allow 
me insido the prison (without committing 
another crime) I would return to-day. It 
will ultimately come to my going back or 
suicide.” 


Decadence of the Cowboy. 

"The cowboy is becoming extinct like the 
buffalo, the prairie wolf, the painted red¬ 
skin and the highway robber of the plains,” 
said Henry Culway at the Croat Northern. 
"Civilization is as hard on the cowboys as 
it is on the other animals enumerated.

Every 
scribe knows that this means that the 
price of our farm produce must be 
lowered to get sale and that our fann¬ 
ers are thus rendered less able to bear 
taxation. The tax has compelled the 
farmers to mortgage their hc^ncs to 
build np nearly every other class of 
men. It >s one'of toe unfavorable in¬ 
cidents of agriculture that the farrne^ 
cannot produce upon ord,ers r must 
sow and re^n in iguorance of the 
aggregate production of the year, and 
is peculiarly subject to the deprecia¬

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THE PROTEST.

There 
has been no mystery about the withdrawal 
of the protest. If “honeat reformed' had 
called upon those who bad oharve of the 
cane and had established his claim to the 
titlo he has assumed, and assured the gen¬ 
tlemen who worked so hard to oollect evl. 
rience that he was worthy of fhelr confi¬ 
dence, he would have learned that th* re 
was abundance of evidence to go to trial 
with, and that if they had gone to trial Mr. 
Wi'son would in all human probability 
have been unseated and another contest 
would now be upon ns. lie would also 
have learned that the men who put up the 
81,000 as security for costs were consulted 
in reference to every step in the matter and 
that the conclusion to witbdrow the case 
was onlv arrived at after mature delibera¬ 
tion and with the knowledge and concur¬ 
rence of those interested in the sum 
deposited for security. There has not been 
any underhand work as "honest reformer" 
hints, and his comments upon those who 
managed tho protest are not only unfair 
and unjust, but unwarranted by the facts. 
The instructions to yield to the oft repeated 
solicitation of the leaders of the Reform 
party were given by Mr. Allison after 
giving the matter his most careful consider- 
a.ion and his instructions were at once 
carried out to the letter and Lennox was 
included in the general “saw off." The 
particular man to reap the advantage of 
the abandonment of our case was the Re¬ 
form member for Welland. The necessity 
for this explanation would not have arisen 
but for the ill founded reports that were 
circulated a few days alter the day fixed 
for the trial to the effect that Mr. Wilson 
had bought up the evidence that was to be 
ined against him.

That 
they have in part succeeded is manifest from 
the letter referred to, ss we cannot bqt 
assume that “honest reformer" asks his 
juestions in good faith, although we think 
tho wiser courie for him to have adopted 
would have been for him to have gone to 
Mr. Allison, who would no doubt havo ex¬ 
plained everything to his satisfaction It 
is unfortunate that Lennox should continue 
to be misrepresented in the House ; but we 
must weign against this misfortune the 
fact that another election is not to be de¬ 
sired in the middle of a term and our 
friends in Welland are relieved also from 
the burden of another contest with the 
boodle hogs of Ottawa.

THE COAL OIL EXTORTION. j 

It is appar* ntly difficult for tho Canad¬ 
ian people to comprehend how shamelessly 
they are being overtaxed on coal oil. The 
figures arc stuggoring ; and, when face to 
face with them, they imagine either that uc 
must be boggling them with jugglery * f the 
wholesale and retail prices and of the two 
kinds of gallon measures, or else that the 
atatemeuts made are mistaken or false. 
Some time ago .we staled thut good coal oil, 
such as we import here, was sold in Port¬ 
land at the rate of twelve cents an Imperial 
(Canadian) gallon ; a sirniliar oil being sold 
hnre for twenty-eight cents. Home doubt 
aroeo as to the ability of this American oil 
to pass our high Canadian lire test -higher 
for the American product than our own — 
which led a Montreal importer to test the 
the question by obtaining samples of the oil 
sold in tho American cities and to submit 
them k) our Inland Revenue inspector 
The sample* w pro obtained from the cities 
of Rochester and Bootnn. 

From Rochester, tho wholesale dealer 
supplying the sample, Mr. Everest, of tho 
Vacuum Oil Co,, writes that tho sample is 
“the better quality coal oil sold in this 
market." It is delivered from tank wagons 
to i^ail grocers at -U cents a wine gallon 
and is retailed from house to house by ped- 
lers at 8 to 10 cents pe* yjd.e gallon, Trans¬ 
lated into Imperial gallon's, thesp latter 
figures mean 9 3 5 to 12 cents a gallon. 

Id the case p* Boston, Mr. Carter, of Mib I 
Maverick Oil Co,, supplies the sample 
which he calls “Water White 150 teat." 
“We sell it," he write?, “from tank wagons 
to the retail grocers at 5*f cents per gallon, 
and it is sold to families all tho way from 
7 ceni^ to 10 cents." Turning the Ameri¬ 
can wine gal fap into onr Imperial gallon, 
these retail prices ** 2 5 to 12 cents a 

gallon. 

To make sure that this oil could he sold 
in Canada, tfip two samples were submit 
ted to Mr. Thomas Inland Revenue 
of)ke; and, after inspecting them, he gave 
the following certificate: 

Inland Revenue, Canada ; Division No. 17 
Montreal, December 8, 1892. 

Dear Sir, 

I hav'o tested tho two samples of Ameri¬ 
can refined oils received bore on the (1th 
inst-, one from Boston, tho other from

here. The Boston housewife takca three

tuvi four cents in her hand. The Montreal 
houHewjio iffe* out her threo “dimes," and 
returns with ordy o^^Jlon of coal oil and 
two cents This is the resuh ofLjio jL'&nad- 
jap tpriff and kindred govermental restrlo- 
I tions vm t,he importation of petroleum. 

Itis>yort4j *»£:;•« noting, roughly, how 
this enormous adyance ^ripp is built up.

p*r Imperial gallon, pf about ‘2,00 per cent, 
on the wliolsale price of tho oil jp t|ie oil 
regions. To this there is a legitimate addi¬ 
tion for height, when Montreal is compared 
with Rochcster’or Boston ; and also the 
Inland Revenue officer's inspection fee of 

cents a ba< rel. 

But Ixeifi wp leave the plain enactments 
of the tariff—lnl^uit[ci^!j as they are-and 
enter a region of indirect nroUcfion , which 
1 protection itself bung indirect taxation, 
hurt all tho haziness of double indirectness. 
The requirement that the Canadian import¬ 
er uj.qst bring in his oil in barrels contain¬ 
ing not uttifi than fifty gallons each, bus 
several effects. 

> (a) It prohibits the taking ad¬ 

vantage of the universal method, both in 
Canad* ami the Stales, of having his oil 
pumped into lunk cars at the refiner's, And 
dealing with it in lurge tanks down to the 


retailer's door. 

ib) It compels him to bay high priced 
barrels in tlio oil regions, thus entirely 
shutting out tho Canadian oooper. 

(c) It makes him pay freight on these 
barrels from Pennsylvania to Montreal. 

<«i) It binders hinrfrom having economi¬ 
cal terminal facilities at Montreal, which 
do so much to lower the price of oil in large 
American cities. 

(h i It brings losses in leakage and deteri¬ 
oration, ami compels extra handling several 
tinicer over. 

(f) It millets him of the duty on the 
barrel (10 cents each). 

These provision** are nimplv so much 
morn pioteciion given in disguise to the 
Petrulca industry. With 200 per cent pro. 
tu.-tion in customs fee, they darod not have 
ask. d more ; but there are oth r ways of 
taxing commerce tlmn tlve levying of duj^es. 
The oil men appeal unto tho N. P ! But if 
they were given the N, P. with its five and 
: thirty per cent, protection, and without any 
of the costly restrictions in the shipping of 
oil, would they be satisfied ? Htill in the 
name of common justice to the oil cotisunv 
era of (he country, they should have no 
protection, direct or indirect, which puts 
oil a* 28 cents in Montreal which sella at 
M cents in Boston or 12 cents in Ogdens- 
burg —Star.

inrpooe. There are four scenes in each set, 
! besides a portrait and a fac simile of the 
| author's writing. To mount them take 
; cartridge paper of any preferred oolor, 
double a portion of it and tear it in a strip 
! 9 inches wide and three times as long. In 
this way the edges of the double strip will 
be torn alike to look like one piece. Separ¬ 
ate the two and put inside a piece of very 
I stiff paper or thin cardboard, pasting all to- 
' gether and putting it under a weight until 
smooth and dry. Then bend it like a three¬ 
fold screen, and place on each fold of eaoh 
side an etching, gluing it lightly in place. 
It will make an attractive ornament for the 
top of a desk or bookcase or to set on a 
mantel. 

To use photographs, select unmounted 
ones of nearly the same size, mount them 
on thin cards and then arrange them like 
the etchings, laying them on by two cor¬ 
ners with very narrow ribbons, if preferred. 

A single good photograph, mounted on 
the lower right baud corner of a panel sev¬ 
eral times too large for it, the remaining 
space being tilled with some sort of a design 
in branches, leave*, or flowers, is a lovely 
and tasteful memento of Christmas. 

The presentation of one’s photograph to 
an intimate friend is allowable at Christmas 
time, and if one can give a frame with it to 
be set, not where it can be seen by every 
one, but in the recipient’s own room, so 
much the better. Several effective designs 
in ribbon make tasteful frames,though thsy 
will Dot allow tin use of a glass. 

The first consists of four bows made of 
ribbon, about two inches wide, so placed 
that they shall touch. They are fastened 
on a narrow oblong, cut out of cardboard, 
just the size of the picture, and a back of 
the same is fastened on, that the picture 
may be slipped inside. The ribbon bows 
must wholly conceal the cardboard. Yellow 
ribbon is pretty for this purpose, or pale 
blue. A good effect is produced by making 
the bow on the bottom of the card, ana 
that next it, on the righl side, of olive, the 
other two of pple blue. 

For the other frame make a front of 
water color paper, with torn edges and a 
square opening for the picture. Back it 
with cardboard, the whole being a trifle 
larger than the picture, so that it can be
